During the past thirty days investigation together with information 

obtained from reliable confidential sources, particularly{T-1 and T-204] has yA 
revealed that the principal issues receiving most attention and activity b 
the Hollywood ASP Organization have been: (1) Freedom for the "Hollywood 10"; 
(2) a campaign of protest against the recent publication "Red Channels" and 
its alleged blacklisting purposes; (3) the Korean War issue. Tied in with 
all perce. of these, however, continues tobe the issues-of- thought-controt; 
loyalty oaths, infringement of civil rights, discrimination and the MeCarran Law. 


The two principal events staged by Hollywood ASP during the month 
have been a so-called "Red Channels" protest meeting held in Hollywood on 
November 10, 1950 and the two day convention and general membership meeting 
of the Southern California Chapter of the National Arts, Sciences, and 
Professions Council which is more commonly known locally as the Hollywood ASP, 


4S has been previously reported, the Hollywood ASP Council has been tL 
characterized by{ T-2, T=5, TH19, and 7-26 Jas a Communist dominated organization 

for professionals and intellectuals, the principal policy making offices of 
Which have been consistently held by Communist Party individuals. Tt is pointed 
out, however, as these informants state, that membership in Hollywood ASP does

AS reported byl 1-26 and T-27 airman WALDO SALT opened the meeting 
by announcing that this was the first of a series of nation wide rallies to 
be held protesting the blacklisting. He said that a similar meeting would 
be held in New York in about ten days. : 


Radio writer DICK POWELL followed SALT and excoriated the publication 
"Counterattack" for the great damage the book "Red Channels" was doing to 
the movie, radio, and television industry. He charged "Counterattack" with 
operating a blacklist and citcd the recent case of radio actress JELNSQUTR 
who had been discharged by General Foods from its radio program because of 
the accusations made against her in "Red Channels", He emphasized the fact 
that even though a person were proven innocent of the alleged charges, he or 
she is unable to make a comeback in the industry. «it the same time POWELL 
ridiculed what he said was the gmall circulation of "Counterattack" and made 
vague reference to the people who must have donated to keep it rolling. T-~-27 
charactcriz’ 1 POWELL's address as very cleverly done with frequent use of the 
term "they" whom he did not further identify. POWELL stressed the point that 
artists must follow the practice of the unions when anyone is blacklisted, 
that is, "defend,don't judge," . 


Next followed screen actress BETSY BLAIR, According to informants 't 
reports she followed the same general line in her talk as had POWSLL; however, 
her attack had been aimed also at the Motion Picture’ Alliance (anti-Communist 
organization of certain motion picture directors, actors, writers, and labor 
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leaders in Hollywood), and the loyalty oath, She read the first loyalty 

oath advanced by the Motion Picture Alliance and the Motion Picture Industry 
Council, and at that part of the oath where reference is made to the war 

in Korea being engineered by STALIN, Miss BLAIR burst into laughter and was joined 
by a mnajority of the audience, She endeavored to make the loyalty oath 

and the ‘iotion Picture Alliance appear ridiculous and several times used the ex=. . 
pression "thought police" in referenee to the motion picture industry and the 
loyalty oath. She characterized any proposed loyalty oath for the motion: 

picture industry as the first step in the direction of a disease that would 

plague the entire industry. She further stated that the ASP would take a stand 
against these loyalty oaths, 


GALE SONDERCAARD, wife of HERBERT BIPERMAN, followed BETSY BLAIR, 
Her talk was centered around the issue of the "Hollywood 10" to whom she __ ame: 
-“Petorred-as: fine-artists-and-men who-were fighting for better Living conditions. 
ohe said that the 1O were asked the "$6L.question" by three men, one a bigot 
and a thief and the other two banished by the voters in the next election. She 
referred to the Korean War by saying that we were trying to ram the American 
way of life down the throat of the Oriental and millions of them are rebelling 
and fighting us. She repeatedly referred to SYNGMAN RHEE as a Facist and 
Said that our only allies in this war are facists, 





Next followed DAVID tOBISON, former executive director of Hollywood 
ASP and currentl executive vice-chairman and member of the Executive Board, 
according tol T-1, OBISON's role in the program was to make an appeal for 
funds, Thereaftér ROBISON introduced three men and two women from the Marine 
Cooks and Stewards Union, all five of whom had been allegedly screened as poor 
security risks by the Coast Guard, A Spokesman for this group told the audience 
that he and others had been blacklisted by the Coast Guard from following their 
seaman's occupation. He indicated that the only way to get "unlisted! by the 
Coast Guard was by turning stool pigeon on alleged subversives, 


Following the various speakers the chairman read a number of 
congratulatory telegrams which had been received, Two of these were from 
screen actors HOWARDdaSILVA and MORRIS™G“2NOVSKY, both of whom have bee 


identified as having been members of the Communist Party in Hollywood by Bole) a UL 


LLOYD GOUGH, a screen actor, thereafter spoke from the floor 
boasting that he hed two credits in "Red Channels". He read an alleged clipping 
from an unidentificd hewspaper which stated that South Korea attacked North Korea 
and started the war, and the audience reacted with laughter when GOUGH stated 
"rest assured that the editor who let that pass is now blacklisted and will

statement in reply. The ASP statement was released by means of a TULL 
pege ad in the Daily Variety issue of November 20, 1950, and was captioned, 
"me Tatest Racket." It pointed out that on November 10, 1950, the ASP 
had sponsored a public meeting av the Globe Theatre in Hollywood on the 
subject of "RedChannels." It pointed out that "Red Channels" is the 
latest "business" to invade the fields of communication and entertainment 
by utilizing the anti-Communist hysteria for a shakedown. It charged "Red 
Channels" with operating a blacklist against employees in the motion 
picture industry and that in New York, "Red Channels" had already attempted 
to blacklist 151 creative artists of radio and show business and was now 
pointing for Hollywood. The ASP ad further charged that blacklisting was 
un-American; further, that the so-called "loyalty oaths" actually pave 

the way for intimidation by self-styled "patriots;" that these self-appoint- 
ed "judges" are out to smear and terrorize every cultural worker who will 
not conform to their own bigoted prejudices; that blacklisting is not an 


end in itself, but a means to an end, absolute censorship and thought control 
in the motion picture and radio industries. 


For the next few Pf following the appearance cf the MPIC ) Ww 
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ASP pointed out that 1t was surprised that the MPIC had responded 
to hearsay and falsehoods; that ASP does not presume to speak for Hollywood, 
but that it does speak for its own membership composed of representatives 
from all the cultural and professional fields. 


ASP's ad went on to state that if any organization is to be 
repudiated, "It should be the outrit that brought the Thomas Committee 
inquisition down on our heads," and thereafter identified the "outfit" 
referred to, as the MOTION PICTURE ALLIANCE, which it charged with being 
a racket. 


Hollywood ASP Convention, December 2-3, 1950: 





In November, the Hollywood ASP issued a release to the press an- 
nouncing that plans for a nationwide expose of the New York blacklisting _. 
wid be formulated at the December 
2-3, 1950 Convention of the ASP Council; that the convention would be held 
at Stanley Hall, 1057 North Stanley Avenue, and that JOE JOSEPH, National 
Director of the ASP, was scheduled to address the convention. The an- 
nouncement charged that "Red Channels," which had been active in blacklisting 
radio and theatre personalities in New York, had recently threatened a similar 
attack on thé Hollywood film industry; and that the ASP, which has conducted 
extensive research of the blacklisting organization, had pledged itself to 
an all out fight against censorship and blacklisting. 


Subsequently, Hollywood ASP put out a "call" to its membership 
convention to be held on December 2-3, 1950, and stated that the "call" 
was being issued on the basis of the fact that the ASP Council was mindful 
"of its obligation to the fields it represents, and to the community as a 
whole, and was conscious of the continued need for a strong cultural 
organization dedicated to the defense and extension of its political heritage." 
The two day session was to follow a schedule of having the first day given over 
to registration, organizational reports, presentation of ASP bylaws and 
nominations for an Executive Board for the coming year. At the end of this 
session would be shown the film "Speak Your Peace," recently produced by the 
ASP Film Division. The second day of the convention would be divided into 
three division panels: (1) The Arts (2) The Sciences (3) Mass 
Communication. The convention would close with a mass meeting at the Embassy 
Auditorium in Los Angeles. 


Reporting Agent and Special Agent BERNARR M. PTACEK attended all 
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sessions of the two day convention, all of which were held\at Stanley Hall, 
1057 North Stanley Avenue in Hollywood, with exception of the final mass 
meeting which was held et the Embassy Auditorium in Los Angeles. It was 
noted that prominently displayed in the entrance way of Stanley Hall, where 
the membership registered for the convention, was an enlarged photograph of 
screen writer JOHN HOWARD LAWSON of the "Hollywood 10." On tables near the 
registration desk were available various pamphlets, books and other 
publications including a set of "Thought Control” booklets, which were the 
published speeches of the various speakers at ASP's "Thought Control" 
Convention held at the Beverly Hills Hotel in 1947. Also on sale was JOHN 
HOWARD LAWSON's latest publication, as well as various types of literature 
put out by the COMMITTEE TO FREE THER HOLLYWOOD TEN. Prominently displayed 
on the wall in the main auditorium was a huge banner stating that "ASP 
Speaks For Peace.”

The closing event of the first day's session, was the showing of 
the recently produced film "Speak Your Peace," which has been previously 
reported upon. : 


On the second day, Sunday, December 3, 1950, writer DAVID ROBISON 
served as General Chairman, and introduced the various speakers. ROBISON 
4s a current Executive Vice Chairman,of t Hollywood ASP and was formerly 
its Fxecutive Director, according ef We has also been definitely dy 
identified with the Communist Party in Hollywood vy{t-2 and 7-26.) ROBIS ee 
introduced to the convention JOE JOSEPH, the National Director of ASP from 
New York, whom he described as an economist and a former Government official, 
who for several years was with UNRRA. 


JOE JOSEPH, in a rather lengthy address, told the convention that 
intellectuals have, with few exceptions, stood fast in the fight against 
World War III, red hysteria, infringement of civil rights, thought control, 
blacklisting, etc. He named 4 few intellectuals who had fallen by the way- 
side, one of these being Mr. HENRY WALLACE, whom JOSEPH referred to briefly 
as having "changed sides." His speech thereafter criticized both the foreign 
and domestic policies of the United States. He said the Western Democracies 
and capitalist countries total some 500 million people, while the Asiatic 
and Far Fastern Socialist countries total almost double that figure; further, 
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the populations, which he characterized as colonial and backward, total one 
billion people. His theme seemed to be that with this division of populations, 
why should the western democracies attempt to see that their system is better 
and try to force it upon other countries. 





With regard to the current domestic policy, JOSEPH spent considerable 
time speaking against loyalty oaths, war hysteria, infringing of civil rights, 
censorship, thought control ("Hollywood 10" issue), blacklisting ("Red Channels 
publication), the McCirran Act, and “witchhunting." On the subject of “witch- 
hunting," he alleged that out of a population of 150 million people in the 
United States, only 50 thousand were members of the Communist Party, the latter 
figure coming from the Director of the Federal Bureau of Investization, himself. 
He stated that the National Council of ASP and all its chapters are squarely 
on the side of world peace, and he took considerable pride in the fact that

The second panel dealingywith the sciences was a joint effort 
by the Science, Education and Medf#cal Divisions of ASP. However, at this point, 
the chairman introduced DELP TTH of the COMMITTEE FOR THE PROTECTION OF 
FOREIGN BORN, who took the stage to urge the support of ASP in behalf of 
certain aliens presently under arrest by the local Immigration Authorities 
for deportation. SMITH stated that her organization was fighting these de- 
portation cases, and urged that ASP support a delegation to the Immigration 
Office on December 4, 1950, to protest the Immigration Service's action in 
arresting these defendants under the McCarran law. At the conclusion of SMITH's 
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remarks, screen actress KAREN MORLEY, from the convention floor, urged the 
formation of a committee from ASP to work in behalf of Immigration prisoners 
and offered her own services in connection with such a conmittee.

Dr. MURRAY ABOWITZ announced during his discussion that the ASP 
Medical Division would offer free medical services for strikers, deportees 
and political prisoners, which received a considerable hand from the audience. 


The theme of the discussion by Dr. RICHARD LIPPMAN was that this is 
a "Time of the big lie," because of the amount of false information being put 
out concerning the protection against the atomic bomb. LIPPMAN's talk 
indicated that there was no real protection against the bomb. 


The talk of Dr. MAX SCHOEN was based on the proposal that when 


money is spent for war purposes and mobilization, there is none left for the 
benefit of the people. 


Dr. THOMAS PERRY laid considerable emphasis on the results of a survey 
which the Medical Division had made regarding discrimination being practiced 
in the health field by Los Angeles hospitals. 
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The last panel discussion dealt with all mass\communications, 
including radio, film and theatre. Screen writer HOWARBD-KOCH, who is the 
current chairman of Hollywood ASP, made the principal talk on motion pictures. 


Tt was noted that in all three panels, regardless of the subject 
or theme of the various speakers, each speaker, without exception, managed 
+O bring into his speech the issues of discrimination, thought control, black- 
listing, civil rights, loyalty oaths, McCarran Act and peace, amon other 
things. 


National ASP Director JOE JOSEPH closed the afternoon session of 
the convention's second day with a few remarks, the gist of which were that 
this had been a wonderful convention, which reflected very favorably on 
what the Los Angeles Chapter of ASP was doing about these various issues and 
Revie and he charged “Don't _just talk about what should_b be done--=-do LEE". 2 = 
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The convention terminated with a large mass meeting to which the 
public was invited, at the Embassy Auditorium in Los Angeles on the evening 
of December 3, 1950. Estimated attendance was about 1,500 people. The 
mass meeting began with "square dancers for peace," with some forty square 
dancers on the stage. It was noted that periodically during the dance, the 
caller would shout, "Do you want peace?" and the reply from all the participants 
was a loud "yes." Thereafter the caller would chant in time with the dance, 
"T'11 tell you about war. War is hell. To hell with war." 


After this preliminary exhibition, National ASP Director JOE JOSEPH : 
was introduced and gave virtually the same speech he had delivered before the 
panel discussions that afternoon at Stanley Hall. During his talk he made 
mention of General MacARTHUR as that "Great Statesman in the Orient," at which 
there were boos and hisses from the audience. He charged that the Korean 
situation is being developed by the war mongers in the United States, and 
they with MacARTHUR, are trying to create a third world war using the Chinese 
as an excuse. When he stated that Prime Minister ATTLER was then on his way 
to see President TRUMAN to encourage the United States to have an armistice 
at any price, his remarks received considerable applause. 

Following JOSEPH came various speakers who summarized the discussions 
at the various panels which had been held that afternoon at Stanley Hall. 

These speakers were ELEANOR. PASTER NAK for the Sciences and Education Division; 
Dr. MURRAY ,ABOWITZ for the Medical Division; EDWARD BIBERMAN for the Fine 
Arts Divis lon and DICK POWELL, Radio Writer, for the ‘Communications panel.

ELEANOR “PASTERNAK has been identified b ae a member of the 
Communist Party. 


Radio writer DICK POWELL has been previously identified as an ASP 
Executive Board member, and one of the principal speakers in the "Red Channels" 
protest meeting on November 10, 1950. POWELL is not to be confused with the 
motion picture actor by the same name. 


A "pitch" for peace was made by DAVID ROBISON, heretofore identified 
as a Communist Party member. The amount of contributions received from the 
meeting was not announced, however. During the collection, he told the 
eee in efrect, ese costs P59 000 to keep one soldier ee ee : ae 
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vou Lae give both ways.' 


Following ROBISON came a stage skit by ASP's Field Theatre Division, 
Which attempted to ridicule the publication "Req channels," loyalty oaths 
and the American Legion. 


A hidden moderator somewhere behind the stage curtain then announced 
over the loud speaker that the meeting would now hear excerpts from a letter 
from a man in prison to his wife. Thereafter, a voice started reading from the 
alleged letter and as he did so, the curtains were drawn back and there stood 
HERBERT BIBBRMAN of the "Hollywood 10." The entire audience was immediately 
on its feet with applause, whistles and screams which lasted several minutes. 


HERBERT BIBERMAN thereafter spoke from a prepared speech, starting 
off by saying that the most difficult thing he had had to do in his life was 
to leave prison and to leave eight of his associates still there. He said 
he brought greetings to the convention from ALVAH BESSIE, who had been sent 
to the same prison with BIBERMAN, and who had received a years sentence, which 
he was sctill serving. He said he was glad to be out and fighting for peace. 
He compared being in jail to the plight of Prometheus beings chained to a rock 
and being devoured by vultures without being able to fight back. He related 
some of his impressions of prison Life which he brought away with him. He 
said none of the other 500 prisoners in his institution regarded him as a 
criminakL and referred to him as "Mr. BIBERMAN" during his stay there. These © 
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prisoners, he said, recognized he was an interdgh i hout being particularly 
specific, he clearly indicated that his attitude towards the House Un-American 
Activities Committee remains the same as it was when he was before J. PARNELL 
THOMAS in 1947. He attacked the court sentences which had passed out prison 
terms to the "Hollywood 10" on an unequal basis. He attacked the United 
States Parole Board for its denial of the application for parole of seven of 
"the 10" and the failure of the board to equalize the sentences by granting 
parole. He stated that of the 500 prisoners at the Texarkana Institution, only 
two felt that he and ALVAH BESSTE had any business being in jail at all. One 
prisoner told BIBERMAN during a discussion, that if he didn't like the way 
the country was run, he could, under our system, go to the polls and vote 
and further, that there were any number of boats and planes available for 
those who did not like it here in the United States. At this point, however, 
BIBERMAN recalled another prisoner agreed that the polls were available, but 


only for the purpose of voting one polecat out of office and another polecat 
in. 
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~~ ‘Tn speaking of what he called the inequity of court sentences, BIBER- 
MAN told of an alleged sentence which had been handed out to a prisoner at 
Texarkana. The prisoner had been an ex-G.I., and when convicted of a crime 
(which BIBERMAN did not specify) the judge when sentencing him asked him what 
his war record was. When the defendant answered he had been in the Marines 
for four years, the judge exclaimed "Four years in the Marines and you didn't 
know better?" and promptly gave the prisoner a double sentence. The reaction 


of the audience to BIBERMAN's account of this incident was one of shock and 
dismay. |

or Novener 29, 1950, T-lflearned and reported information,which he 
received at the ASP Office, which indicated that someone on the Hollywood ASP 
staff had sent a message and a bouquet of flowers to the delegation from the 
Chinese Peoples Republic arriving in this country to attend sessions of the 
United Nations at Lake Success. 


Informant advised that the "Los Angeles Examiner" had apparently learned 
of this from mews dispatches in the East and after having confirmed the story 
by contact with the ASP Office, the Examiner on the following day had written 
a bitter article charging that ASP had sent flowers to the Chinese Communist 
delegation while American men were dying in Korea. 
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CProises that ASP Chairman HOWARD KOCH, Scv@en Wr ter, subsequently 
drew up a statement to the press in regard to the matter in which he stated 
+hat he had been out of town when the message and flowers were sent to the 
Chinese delegation, but that as Chairman of ASP, he would accept responsibility 
for it and state his reasons therefor. KOCH's statement was to the effect 

that the ASP Council is an organization working for peace and a democratic 
culture; that it believes that peace is still possible in the world today, not 
by intimidation or force of arms, but by negotiation of differences between 

the Fast and West; that, therefore, ASP hailed the appearance of the 
representatives of the present Chinese Government at the United Nations as a 
promising start toward the settlement of those differences and the conclusion 

of the Korean war before more lives were lost in an ever broadening conflict; 
that if the negotiations between the American Government and the Chinese 
Government within the United Nations had been started too late, the ASP 

regards this as a tragedy for which the whole world might suffer.

Reporting agent noted that during the speech of HOWARD KOCH at the 
SP Convention, he referred incidentally to this incident and appeared to be 
half apologetic for it. He stated that he had been out of town at the time 
that it occurred, and that neither he nor the Executive Board knew about it 


until after it took place 3 however, KOCH did say he felt that the action had 
been justified. 


In the December 5, 1950 issue of the Hollywood Reporter,’ a letter from 
HOWARD KOCH to the newspaper is set out in the Peoples Open Forum column. 
It is noted that the Hollywood Reporter of November 30, 1950, had carried a 
news item to the effect that “HOWARD W. «KOCH of MGM is not the movie writer 


HOWARD KOCH reported as sending flowers to the Chinese Commies in yesterday 
dailies." 
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KOCH makes reference to the above item and requested that he be allowed to 

say that he had been out of town the past three months; that he did not send 
the flowers; that he did not authorize them sent and, in fact, had no knowledge 
whatsoever of the whole incident until it appeared in the papers. Furthermore, 
upon investigating, he had found that the Council of ASP did not know of, or 
authorize the controversialbouquet any more than he, KOCH did; that the Board 
had assured him that they were issuing a statement to this effect, and that 
they. were in the process of taking whatever steps they deemed necessary to 
prevent the recurrence of any such unfortunate act. KOCH's letter stated that 
in fairness to all concerned, he was asking that the Hollywood Reporter make 
this correction, so that those now misinformed might know the facts.

Although the following organizations are not, strictly speaking, of 
the cultural and intellectual type as the ASP, investigation and informants 
indicate varying degress of cooperation and collaboration between them and 
ASP on issues of common interest; 


Civil Rights Congress (CRC) 


The Civil Rights Congress is an organization which has been cited as 
within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 






(2-1 reported on November 15, 1950, tha e Hollywood ASP desired, 
and had asked for the cooperation of the Civil Rights Congress in connection 
with the ASP Convention. ASP wanted advance notice of all CRC functions and 
meetings between then and the convention date in order that announcements and 


leaflets regarding the forthcoming convention could be passed out at CRC 
gatherings. 


A recent CRC letter from the National Headquarters of this organi-~ 
zation at New York, reveals that the current attention of CRC is being directed 
against the McCarran Act. The letter points out that CRC is pledged to 
defend each and every person prosecuted under this law, and the letter contains 
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an appeal for funds to support CRC's current defense of a ae have 
arisen under the law. The CRC, according to this letter, has also engaged 
itself in attacking the local registration ordinances passed by the Cities 
of Los Angeles, Jacksonville, Miami and Birminghan.

(ALBERT )“FINSTEIN, and similar people of that Caliber, who would eperate 
completely independent from the COMMITTEE TO FREER TuR 10.

"if TRUMAN did not want to be put on the Spot (concerning executive Clemency), 


he might turn to the Parole Board and Say in effect, "Look guys, will you get 
me out of this,t!! 


HANNAH DORNER, in New York, has expressed the opinion that the 
choice of FRANCIS BIDDLE is an excellent idea but has also suggested another 
one on the list "just in case BIDDLE does not pan out"; and as an alternate

At that time KENNY said he had just heard 
that the paroles of LESTER COLE and RING LARDNER had been turned down and that 
he had not been able to have a good lunch because of it. However, KUNNY 
pointed out that J. PARNELL THOMAS had been turned down by the Pgfole Board 
and yet had been subsequently discharged from prison after seyfing half his _ 
sentence. KENNY also said tha ecently when—eelumnist- BRENMEEANSON waS out on 
the west coast, he had spoken to PEARSON about it; and last week he had again 
spoken to DREW PEARSON and at that time PEARSON had told KENNY that at the 
time THOMAS was up for parcle the Board had called him and asked if he (THOMAS) 
should be let out, and that PEARSON had called the Board up and had urged that 
the "Hollywood 10" be let out.

After that 
we started moving around, and I finished about half of my 
second year high school at various places in New England, and 
then quit and went to sea. 

Mr. TAVENNER. How old were you when you went to sea? 

Mr. HAYDEN. Pifteen. 

Mr. TAVENNER. Pifteen? 

Mr. HAYDEN. Yes, gir. 

Mr. TAVENNER. What do you mean, you “went to sea"? 

Mr. HAYDEN. Well, I simply left home and started working 
on ships, and worked seven years sailings vessels, fishing 
boats, und so forth. 

Mr. TAVENNER. TTR CTeT that occupation for seven 
years? 

Mr. HAYDEN. Yes. That was my trade. 


Mr. TAVENNER. During that period of time did you become 
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master of ship? 

Mr. HAYDEN. when 1 was twenty-one I finally wot a 
master's license and took command of a ship and started making 
long voyages. 

Mr. TAVENUER. During that pertiod of time did you become 
acquainted with a Captain Warwiek Tompkins? 

Mr. HAYLEN. Yes- 1 met him when | was fourteen, in 
Boston, Mussachusetts. He hud a schooner and I wanted to go 
to work on it, but he said I was too young. I never got to 
know him too well personaily at that time, 

My. TAVENNER. after the conpletion of your experiences 
at sea, when you becane ship master, what calling did you follow? 

Mr, HAYDEN. Another fellow and I tried to operate 4a 
gehooner. yea didn't have much guccess. We lost the ahip, 
finally. I was broke and in New York, and through accident 
I met a producer with Paramount and made a test and got a 
contract Muy 1, 1940, as an actor. 

Mr. TAVENNER. And how long did you follow that occupation? 

Mr. HAYDEN. Well, ever since, except for the war years. 
Il left Hollywood in the fall of i134] and returned to Hollywood 
under contract in the spring of 1946, so 1 was away for five 
VL bere 

Mr. TAVENNER. Then you were in Hollywood under your 
first contract between 1940 and 194]? 


Mr. HAYLEN. Yes, sir. eS el tres 








Mr, TAVENNER. Will you tell the committee how you 
obtained your first contract with Paramount? 

Mr. HAYDEN. Well, I was pretty much of a fluke. I had 
never given a thought to going into the acting profession, 
but the seaf'aring thing was washed UP» and I simply met a 
correspondent in Boston who knew & producer, and he told the 
producer about me, and he contacted me in New York and made 
a test, a very oad test, but it got me a contract with 
Paranount and I went to work as an actor. 

Mr. TAVENNER. While you were on the CRO?) Toe Coe ests 
under this first contract, was Captain Varwic Tompkins on 
the West Coast also? 

Mr. HAYDEN. Yes. He had at dt time, I believe in 
1938 or 1937, he had shifted his base of operations from 
Boston to San Francisco, therefore he ee in San Francisco 
in 1940 when I first got out there. 

I felt kind of lost in Hollywood, not really being an 
actor by inclination, and one time when I was feeling parti~ 
cularly low I decided to pay hima visit. I went to San 
Francisco and saw him. He at that time, or previously, had 
becone, I Te an open and avowed Communist. -He made no 
bones about it. He talked about very little else, and he 
started to deluge me with propaganda. 

Mr. TAVENNER. Were you 4 fe Tiieh sea be at that time? 


Mr, HAYDEN. No, It had never entered my head. 
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Mr. TAVENNER. bo you recall meeting any other persons at 
that time wno you either knew then or have found out since 
were members of the Communist Party, through your connections 
with Captain Tompkins? 

Mr, HAYDEN. On one of those visits, IJ believe probably 
that it was in 1941, wnile he wag in San Francisco living 
on his ship, he suid he wanted to introduce me to what he 
called, and I quote, "an old warrior in the class struggle," 
"Poo" Polkotf. I met him at a luncheon. I thought he was a 
retired taflor at that time. VWhat he was, I don't know to 
this day. Who else I may have met that year, I don't remember 
too clearly. 

Mr. TAVENNER. Luring your first contract in Hollywood, 
did you join any particular unions or groups? 

Mr. HAYDEN. I joined the Screen Actors! Gulld, as every 
actor does. That was all. 

Mr. TAVENNER. What was the way in which Captain Tompkins 
went about consulting with you regarding communism? Tell us 
a little more in detail about that, 

Mr. HAYLEN. All right, sir. If I may change the word, 
I wouldn't say he consulted with me. I think he recognized 
I was at a peculiar stage in my life. I was sort of betwixt 
and between. The sea had always been my calling. This was 


now denied ne, vr I had denied myself it. JI was feeling 


restless and dissatisfied in Hollywood. He used the device of 
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talking and talking, and asking why I didn't read more. T had 
never thought in political terms at all. That was another 
world, which I an not particularly proud of today. 

Mr. TAVENNER. As I understand, your work in Hollywood 
waa interrupted by your service during the period of the war? 

Mr. HAYDEN, That it wase 

Mr. TAVENNER., Will you tell us the circunstances under 
which you left Hollywood? 

Mr. HAYDEN, Yes. 

Mr. TAVENNER. But before doing that, had you been engaged 
in the production of any particular movies prior to your leaving 
Hollywood? 

Mr. HAYDEN. Yes, I made two pletures. [I had only deen 
in Hollywood two weeks when | was cast in second lead in 
"Virginia," and a short while later in "Bahama Passage.” 

All during the summer of 1941 I was churning inside, 
thinking about the war. I would like to Claim, but I can't 
claim, I knew this country wags in danger, but |] knew something 
was going on, and I wanted to get in Iii, 

In August 194l--I have the date here so J can give it to 
you exactly--it was September lo, 1241, I went to the heads of 
Paramount and suid I woulda like to break my contract and leave 
for an indetinite length of time. They wanted to know why. 

I didn't know wnat to tell them. JI said 1] didn't want to act, 


I aidn't know wnat I vanted to do, 1 just wanted to leave. So 
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I did leave, I went East. 

I contacted Colonel Donovan, who was then Coordinator 
of Information. I Knew him through his son, who had sailed 
around the world with me in a agchooner. He said he was setting 
up an organization ta which nea would be needed to train 
American troops, or volunteers, beeause thls was prior to Pearl 
Harbor, in guerrilla wariare, and one of the men thought it a 
jood idea to %o to England or scotiand, 

I went to scotland and trained with the Argyl and Souther- 
lund Highlanders three months, went to England, went to & 
parachute school, broke ny ankle on the sixth jump, and came 
back to the United States. J was unable to continue with the 
training becauss of ny broken ankle, and I did not want to ex) 
placed in some vdministrative capacity, so i went to the Elco 
Boat Works in Bayonne, New Jersey, and worked with test crews. 

Then I was offered a commission as Pye Ba 32) in the Navy, 
which I declined because IT thought 1 ghould have a higher 
ns gincs JL had veen muster of snips.

Mr. TAVENNER. Was that during the period when the waters 


in that urea were infested with German submarines? 


Mr. HAYDEN. I think there were quite a few down there, 


yes. so I went to the West Coast, bought a half interest in 


a schooner, and hauled freight for the War Shipping Adminis- 
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tration through the late summer and fall of 1942. This was 
rather a lucrative thing, really. 

Mr. TAVENNER. How lucrative waa it? 

Mr. HAYDEN. If things went smoothly and efficiently, 
without any trouble, which was not all of the time, we atood 
to gross between $8,000 and $11,000 per voyagee i were teking 
detonators and explosives, the theory being it was better to 
put them on a small vessel, so if it waa lost it wouldn't make 
much difference, rather than put then with the cargo on a 
large ship. 

In October of that year I met with a bunch of Marines Gs} 
the West Indies, and it entered my head to enlist, I sold the 
schooner, went to New York, enlisted, and went to Parris Island, 
That started another phase. Shall I continue? 

Mr. TAVENNER. Yes, IJ would like a full statement of your 
record. 

Mr. HAYDEN, I went through boot camp at Parris Island. 

At that time two men were selected out of each company for OSS.

Mr. TAVENNER. What was the Ts character of your work 
with the Partisans of Yugoslavia? 

Mr. HAYDEN. It varied a good deal, They claimed they 
wanted supplies. The first assignment I had, the first day 
I arrived in Bari, was to coordinate the handling of a fleet 
of 28 or 30 schooners, Two weeks later I was placed in charge 
of the port at Monopoli, Italy. We built up the staff and 
operated these schooners across the Adriatic, I don't 
remember the exact dates, but we would frequently go off on 
reconnaissance expeditions along the coast, along the mainland, 
trying to get new routes. fie got up to Trieste on one trip.

This had an effect on me because it made me Consaclous of what 


these poople knew that apparently the rest of us didn't know. 


That was about the size of it at that time. 


I engaged in quite a lot of correspondence with Tompkins 


at that time. I was all steamed UPe We all were, I can 


remember in the interior of Yugoslavia when the crews of planes 


would leave their shoes, anything they could spare, with the 


Partisana, they were that impressed, and I don't think a Geol.

AS nearly as I can recall, I went back to Washington and 
talked to someine in OSS, and talked about the possibility of 
Going to Spain, They said there be Be oT Xb ae.

Mr. TAVENNER. You referred to having met a number of 


POST Ve Mneet- Wr eae friends. Wag Communism discussed with his friends? 
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Mr. HAYDEN. No. Communism was never discussed. Communiam 
per se was never discussed to the best of my recollection, 
There was a discussion of the war Going on and the role in it 
of the guerrtillas, 

Mr. TAVENNER., Did yOu meet any other Communists while 
you were in New York? 

Mr. HAYDEN. Not to my knowledge, The only tw I met 
that I considered Communists were V. Jo Jerome and Joe North. 

I thought possibly Chase was connected, but I didn't know. 

Mr. TAVENNER. Did you make any connection, or attenpt to 
make any Connection, with the underground in Spain after you 
arrived in Paris? 

Mr. HAYDEN. No. When I went Overseas JI had two or three 
letters of introduction from friends of Chase to be used in 
case I got into Spain, I don't remember what I did with these 
letters. As soon as [ got to Paris I was told to get into a 
Jeep and go to Belgium, which I did, and I guess I threw the 
letters away or burned them; I dontt know. 

Mr. TAVENNER. What was the nature Py your work in Belgium? 


Mr. HAYDEN. OSS detachment, G-2 headquarters, The work 


at the detachment was in two C7 Pee First, on an Operational 


level, to infiltrate German civilians or German prisoners who 
had indicated a desire to work with the Allies back through 
the lines; and the thing I became daa Pee SO ae NL Ee ae orl wag, 


Colonel B. A. Dickson was anxlous to find out if there were any 
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guerrilla anti-Nazi elements that were liberated as we went 
along thet we could contact, I had a team of six or eight 
men, American Army bersonne., who spoke German, We worked 


together quite closely, and went to Marburg, Germany, which 


is where we ware on V-F Days We didn't neet many anti-Nazis 


that I remember. 

To follow chronologically, after V-E Day I returned to 
Paris and was told to take a piotographiec team, consisting 
Initially of two or threes pal2tographers, and make a photo- 
graphic study of all the ports of Northern Europe, including 
germany, Denmark, and Norway, wnich we aid. This occupled 
us for quite a long period or tine, We covered almost all 
Of Norway, all of heumack, all of Garmany, and at that time 
Twas sent beck to the States and discharged, 

Mr. TAVENNER, During the time of your second assignment 
on the German front, what waa your connection with Captain 
Warwick Tompkins? Did you continue to obtain Communist 
literature and ps opaganda from him? 

Mr. HAYDEN. I think I Kept in touch with him, I think 
I Kept writing to hin. J] was still flred up by the Yugoslav 
thing and so on, [ Kept up a desultory correspondence with 
hin, and Il presume he contiaued Co send me Communist news papers 
and literature. JI doniz renember, actually. 

Mre TAVENNER. When was your assignment terminated? 


Mr. HAYDEN. Well, let's see. J was discharged the 24th 
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of December, 1945, J think 1 returned to the otateas the end 
of November, <Actuelly, I tried to find a record of that and 
couldn't. 

Mr. TAVENNER., Vhat did you do upon arriving in the United 
States? 

Mr. HAYDEN. 48 sovun au I was discherged I sort of cast 
about for sonething to do, At thet tlre I] remember there 
were two forces working inside ne. One was to go back to sea; 
and the other was this policical thing. At that tine, I would 
iike to say--and this is accurate to the best of my recollec- 
tlon-"it had never occurred to ne to join the Communtat Party. 
It nad never occurred to me. It seemed this whole thing had 
introduced ne to a new world that up to that time I had never

i tried to raise noney to wet a schooner, I couldn't 
raise the money. Then soneone {n Paramount contacted me to 
Sign a new contract. I said, "0.K. Here we go." 

Mr. TAVENNLR. Who was that? 

Mr. HAYLiN. Russell Holman of Paramount's New York office, 

Mr. TAVENNER. Was that prior to your leaving the East 
Coagt for the West Coast? 

Mr. HAYUVEN. We made the deal in New York. JI then went 
Out to Nevada, where J got a divorce from my then wife, 


Madelaine Carroll, and then went to San Francisco and spent 


61x wooks with Tompking, and then reported to Paramount in 
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Hollywood. 

Mr. TAVENNER. Did Holman know of your past associations 
and connection with Captain Warwick Tompkins? 

Mr. HAYDEN. I doubt that he did. He may have. [I don't 
think he did, JI don't know, I am sure tnat everybody I saw 
at that time, I talked to them about this Yugoslav thing. 

What came out of the conversations, I don't know. 

Mr. TAVENNER. At the tine of your second employment by 
the moving picture industry, did your employer have any know~- 
ledge, as far as you Know, of your associations with other 
Communist functionaries in California, such as Wil)‘ 
Schneiderman and Isaac Polkoff? 

Mr. HAYDEN. No. I think that was nore or less lost in 
the shuffle of the war. There was so much going on, and I was 
fortunate enough to come out of the war better, publicity-wise 
or otherwise, and they felt { had done pretty well in the war 
and let it go at that. There was no detailed analysis of what 
happened. 

Mr. TAVENNER. As @ result of your signing the contract 
in New York, you went to the West Coast. At that time, did 
you see Captain Warwick Tompkins again? 

Mr. HAYDEN. I aaw him ag soon as I left Nevada. I 
returned to Hollywood by way of San Francisco and spent some 
time with him on his schooner there. JI don't remember how 


long. 
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Mr. TAVENNER. What was the date? 


Mr. HAYDEN. J would say it was approximately the last 
week in March, 1946, 

Mr. TAVENNER. Vhat oecurred on the occasion of this 
visit to Captain Tonpkins?

Will you tell the committee what led up to 
the termination of your relationship with the Communist Party, 
and whether your break was an actual break and a final break 
with the Conmuntsat Party? 

Mr, HAYDEN. Thank you very much, That I would like to 
okeln 

AS I think fs abundantly clear--and I] don't make any 
apology--1 do not mean to imply that I was dragged into the 
thing in any way, shape or manner. JI went into the thing 
voluntarily. Certainly I think tt was the stupidest, most 
ignorant, thing I have ever done, and I have done a good many 
guch things, but 1 did go into it with a very emotional and 
very unsound approach, JI hadn't been in very long--I] would 
say it took ne three or four months to realize the true nature 


of what I had done. 


I would like to say at this tine, without launching Into 


@ long dissertation on this thing, that one thing that decided 
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me once and for ail against the whole business was the mannor 
in which everything is predetermined. I think I had become 
susceptible to and, in a sense, perhaps, & victim of the idea 
that they had a form of democracy in mind, That was in my 
mind during the kugoslav deys and the time I joined. I found 
the belief 1s that they have the Key, Dy some occult power, 
to know what is best for people, and that is the way it is 
going to be. I think any Communist or pseudo-Communist who 
pretends it is other than this 4s falsifying the fact. 

When I learned about this and began to think about it and 
digest it a bit, I decided to get out, and I got out. 

I would like to take this opportunity, if I may, to briefly 
state ror the record a sort of synopsis of my complete associa- 
tion with anything that was Communist or might be construed 
a3 Communist front, JI would like to lump it and say categorically 
that is all there is to 1t, and anybody who insinuates it is 
not, is mistaken. 

I belonged to this cell that I mentioned. 

Mr. TAVENNER. First let me ask: Have you become a member 
of any other organizations since you toi besC ST lol cll relation- 
ship with the Communist Party which has been cited as a 
Communist front, or has had Communist Party leanings, so far 
as you know? 

Mr. HAYDEN. I know of one instance, and I] would like to 


set that atraight. There was an outfit in Hollywood, the 
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Committee for the First Amendment, formed in October 1947, 
i broke once and for all wth the Communist thing In Decenber 
1946, actually, the break coincided with the fact I was 
living on ny boat in Santa Barbara, 

That summer my wife and I went East, on the coast of 
Maine, and when we came back I had a call from Alexander Knox 
saying this Committee for the Firat Amendment was being formed, 
and would I join. J said I would think it over, 

I was told who was sponsoring it, spearheading it. I 
thought it over very carefully, and J assured nyself--I may 
be wrong, but my conelusion was that this was in no way a 
Communist front at that time. 

So I joined, and J came to Washington in the fall, I 
think October of that year, 1947, 

I would like to go on with the people who did join. I 
think you are probably familiar with the membership list of 
that organization, and if it has since been determined that 
this thing was spearheaded by Communists, believe me these 
people didn't know It. The people who lent thelr names and 
Gave money to this Comnittee for the First Amendment, to the 
best of wy knowledge certainly had no idea that it was a 
Comnunist front, any more than I had, 

That is the one thing which, as you said, has been cited, 


Mr. TAVENNER. Wno were those who spearheaded the Committee 


for the First Amendment, to your knowledge? 
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Mr. HAYDEN. The first name that cones to mind is 
Humphrey Bogart, und hig wife. It would be hard for ne to

Lewistown Y AF 
Hits Wheat Sale 


In Lewistown, Montana YAF mem- 
bers unanimously passed a resolution 
condemning the sale of U.S. wheat 
to the Soviet Union, terming it an 
“un-Christian and immoral act.” The 
resolution read in part: 

“Whereas, there are starving na- 
tions in the world which still live 
under free governments and which 
need American wheat badly, 

“Whereas, the governments of Rus- 
sia and Eastern Europe are Comu- 
nist ruled, and have never had any 
regard for the welfare of their people, 
but will use the wheat to more 
strongly enforce their rule, 

“Whereas, American taxpayers, be- 
cause of subsidy laws, will end up 
subsidizing the sale of wheat to the 
communists, 

“And whereas, this sale will help 
the forces of international communism 
subvert other nations of the world 
by providing them with export wheat, 

“We, Young Americans for Free- 
dom, believe our national policy 
should be one of victory over Com- 
munism and we therefore oppose the 
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sale of wheat or any commodity or

material to Communists countries.”

Tennessee YAF in association with 
the Hayes Memorial Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church of Chattanooga 
has begun the stocking of a Freedom 
Library. Named the George Burn- 
ham Memorial Library of Freedom, 
the library is to be a monument to 
one of the outstanding patriots of 
Chattanooga. Burnham, who worked 
as a reporter and columnist for the 
Chattanooga News-Free Press, pub- 


lished a newsletter attacking the leftist 
slant of school textbooks, and was 
among the first in the country to 
expose the Great Decisions study ma- 
terials as pro-communist. His “Open 
Letter to Americans” went to every

Montana YAF Hits 
Wheat Deal 


Always prepared to go into instant 
action, Montana YAF under the chair- 
manship of Rocky Mountain Chair- 
man, Jim Dullenty, swung into action 
in immediate response to National 
YAF’s Hot Line on the Administra- 
tion’s Wheat Deal with the Soviets 
in the cold, cutting light of the recent 
murder of three American pilots over 
East Germany. 

Dullenty activated his chapters with 
telegrams going to President Johnson, 
all Montana U.S. Senators and Con- 
gressmen. 

In his telegram to the President, 
Dullenty asked that the Johnson Ad- 
ministration end its policy of trade 
with the Communists and adopt in- 
stead a “hard line” aimed at winning 
eventual victory over the Reds. 

Dullenty, who is also national co- 
chairman of the Committee to Combat 
Aid to Communism, a group formed 
last summer to oppose the sale of 
wheat to Communist countries, said 
it “is clearly against the best interests 
of the United States for our govern- 
ment to aid the Russians while they 
murder our young men in cold blood. 
All the talk about ‘co-existence’ and 
‘easing of world tensions’ will not erase 
the fact that President Johnson has 
the direct responsibility to uphold

Montana YAF is bringing Barry

THE SHARON STATEMENT 
IN THIS TIME of moral and political crisis, it is 


the responsibility of the youth of America to affirm 
certain eternal truths. 


We, as young conservatives, believe: 


That foremost among the transcendent values is the 


individual’s use of his God-given free will, whence 
derives his right to be free from the restrictions of 
arbitrary force; 


That liberty is indivisible, and that political freedom 
cannot long exist without economic freedom; 


That the purposes of government are to protect 
these freedoms through the preservation of internal 
order, the provision of national defense, and the 
administration of justice; 


That when government ventures beyond these right- 
ful functions, it accumulates power which tends to 
diminish order and liberty;

Young people in postwar America have grown 
up with the disillusioning knowledge that the world 
is no longer safe for democracy. 

High ideals are the birthright of youth, but the 
youth of postwar America must face, also, the 
‘chaos which present-day society presents, and bring 
about order through the realization of those high 
ideals. 

We are at war with communism, in different 
ways on different fronts around the world. The 
Communist ideology is born in hate, but our philos- 
ophy of life is the practice of love and faith. 

Just as freedom is your right, so challenge is your 
heritage — for freedom, once won, must constantly 
be defended. 


America’s Lifeline 

Today, our country faces the most severe test 
ever to confront a free people. Here and abroad, 
mortal enemies of freedom and deniers of God 
Himself conspire to undermine the fundamental 
forces which are the lifeline of our country’s 
vitality and greatness—our most formidable weap- 
ons, in peace and in war. 

What are these forces? They are: 

Faith: faith in a Supreme Being: God, the author 
of liberty. 

Individualism: inherent dignity and worth of 
every sovereign individual with his personal rights 
and responsibilities. 

Courage: the courage of a free people firmly 
dedicated to the noblest cause. 

Integrity: that quality of trustworthiness which is 
essential in dealings between men, and between 
countries. 

Discipline: and self-discipline, which are vital in 
a nation governed by laws rather than by men. 

Vision: such as led our Founding Fathers into 
the perilous dangers of a hostile wilderness that 
was to become the proud American Republic in 
which we live today. 

These are America’s great bulwarks. They are 
under savage attack today, just as they were so 
severely tested nearly 200 years ago at Bunker 
Hill and at Valley Forge. 

Daniel Webster, that brilliant early American 
statesman, eloquently declared, “God grants liberty 
only to those who love it, and are always ready to 
guard and defend it.” 

Daniel Webster knew the heavy price America 
had paid for her liberty. And he knew also the dis- 
integrating effect of self-indulgence, neglect of duty 
and nublic letharev in a nstion <f free men. 


These lethal influences are at work, constantly 
undermining the sense of personal responsibility 
and self-discipline so essential to our Nation’s wel- 
fare. They form a common denominator with the 
ageressive enemies of our Republic in assaulting 
the cause of decency and justice across the length 
and breadth of the land. 


These Are Our Enemies 

Who are these enemies of our Republic? They 
are the crime syndicates, the narcotics peddlers, the 
labor racketeers, the unscrupulous businessmen, the 
corrupt politicians and all others who blatantly 
defy the laws of the land. 

They are the hatemongers and the false liberals 
who would subvert our Constitution and undermine 
our democratic processes in furtherance of their 
selfish ends. 

They are the Communists and other subversive 
elements who wave false banners of legitimacy and 
patriotism while relentlessly plotting to destroy our 
heritage of freedom. 

Communism —in all its forms and in all its 
variations — is the avowed enemy of liberty and of 
justice and of God. The Communists fear free and 
independent thought. They fear truth. They fear 
God even though they deny Him. They fear the 
inherent courage and dignity of man created in 
His image. 

Today, the Communists are engaged in an inten- 
sive campaign to control the minds and win the 
allegiance of American youth. Toward this end, a 
National Youth Commission has been established 
within the Communist Party, U.S.A.; special publi- 
cations have been issued; front groups have been 
organized; and an ambitious speech program has 
been directed against our colleges and universities. 

During the past 2 years, Communist spokesmen 
have appeared on nearly 100 campuses from coast 
to coast. Their purpose: To create confusion, raise 
questions and spread doubt among our young 
people concerning the American way of life. 

If their constitutional right to free speech allows 
them to use the public school forum to promote the 
secular creed of Marxism-Leninism which openly 
and avowedly denies God, does their constitutional 
freedom of religion also prohibit the rest of us 
from using the same public school forum to ex- 
press our faith that God does exist? 

It is indeed ironic that Communist Party speakers 
— whose minds and thoughts and actions are in no 
manner free — should demand the opportunity to 
parrot the Moscow line to young Americans under 
the guise of academic freedom. 


Academic Freedom Is No License 


Academic freedom is not an instrument for the 
perpetuation of conspiratorial ideologies. Nor is it 
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an agent of self-destruction — a freedom to destroy 
freedom. As a free-flowing channel of truth and 
knowledge, academic freedom is not obligated to 
carry along the silted tributaries of lies and dis- 
tortions of known Communists. 

The Communists look upon students as potential 
sympathizers, supporters, and contributors to the 
party’s cause. Nor are they unmindful of the rich 
opportunity for infiltration presented by unwary 
racial and nationality groups. 

This is especially true of the intense civil rights 
movement within the United States — for America’s 
20 million Negroes and the countless other citizens 
who share their objectives in the current struggle 
are a priority target for Communist propaganda 
and exploitation. Every organization engaged in 
this struggle must constantly remain alert to this 
vital fact, for, once under Communist domination, 
all freedoms and rights are lost. 

The Communists are eager to capitalize upon all 
areas of misunderstanding and unrest. Their cause 
is the cause of Soviet Russia, for the Communist 
Party, U.S.A., is an inseparable part of the sinister 
international conspiracy which is financed and di- 
rected by the Kremlin. No amount of lies and 
duplicity can conceal this carefully documented 
fact. 

Today, the godless Communist conspiracy con- 
trols more than one-third of the earth’s people and 
a fourth of her land surface. In Europe, in Asia, 
and here in our own Western Hempishere, we wit- 
ness the stark tragedy of souls, chained to the yoke 
of communism, clamoring to be free again. 


The Communists in This Country 

The Khrushchevs, the Castros, and the Mao Tse- 
tungs are faced with an eternal dilemma: The hu- 
man spirit in bondage — no matter how heavy the 
chains — struggles relentlessly to break free. Witness 
the Hungarian revolution; the boatloads of Marxist 
victims who continue to pour out of Cuba; the Poz- 
nan riots in Poland; the heroic dashes of subjugated 
people through the Iron and Bamboo Curtains. 

Make no mistake about the Communists in this 
country. Whether they are members of Soviet-bloc 
diplomatic establishments in New York and Wash- 
ington — or whether they are fanatical adherents of 
the Communist Party, U.S.A. —all represent the 
same ideology of treachery, deceit, and subversion. 

From the immunity which they enjoy as foreign 
diplomats on American soil, Soviet and satellite offi- 
cials continue to carry out espionage assignments 
against the United States. That some American citl- 
zens, including concealed adherents to the Com- 
munist Party, have knowingly and willingly assisted 
these Iron Curtain intelligence networks is a criminal 
disgrace and a blight not only upon our Nation, but 
upon the entire free world. And it is equally dis- 


graceful that well-meaning but uninformed citizens 
have permitted themselves to be duped by sympathy 
campaigns on behalf of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, 
Morton Sobell, and other traitors. 

Nowhere is the hope for peace more sincere than 
in the hearts of all true Americans. But in our quest 
for peace, we must never lose sight of the well-docu- 
mented fact that every Red leader from Marx and 
Engels through Khrushchev, Mao, and the American 
Communist spokesman, Gus Hall, is dedicated to an 
ideology which upholds world conquest as its ulti- 
mate goal. 

The Communists have never deviated from this 
objective. Despite the high-pressure campaign they 
have mounted behind Krushchev’s phrase of 
“peaceful coexistence,” the Communists know that 
this is simply a propaganda slogan — one devised to 
further their own ends by stirring the hopes and emo- 
tions of those who seek an end to the turmoil, fear, 
and sorrow that world communism itself created. 


Judge Communists by Their Actions 


Actions continue to speak louder than words, and 
certainly the Communists have shown no indication 
of a sincere quest for peace. 

The takeover of Cuba and effort to convert it into 
an island fortress against democracy; the ever-con- 
stant infiltration of Red Fascists into countries of 
Central and South America to create a Sovietized 
Latin America; the increase of espionage activities 
by Soviet and satellite agents in our country, par- 
ticularly those who strive to penetrate our Govern- 
ment processes from the protection afforded them 
by diplomatic assignments in New York and Wash- 
ington; the frantic efforts of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A., to subvert our youth; and the intense drive 
of the Communists operating from concealed posi- 
tions to wrest conirol of the movement for Negro 
rights — does all this indicate a real and sincere de- 
sire to live in peaceful coexistence? 

In recent years, the Communists have demon- 
strated an attitude of open defiance and contempt for 
our laws — an attitude which is fortified by their 
repeated ability to invoke loopholes, technicalities, 
and delays in the law to thwart justice. One former 
judge found cause to warn last summer not only of 
inexcusable delays in the courts, but also of what he 
considered to be a “trend of decisions in the last 10 
years...favorable to extreme leftwingers, Com- 
munists, and subversives in general.” 

Another student of court rulings in the internal 
security field was prompted to observe, “Unfor- 
tunately, subversive activities are well on the way 
to becoming a no-man’s land in the law.” 

In 1957, a Federal judge in the Nation’s Capital 
assailed what he considered to be ‘“‘an unfortunate 
trend of judicial decisions...which strain and 
stretch to give the guilty, not the same, but vastly 
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more protection than the law-abiding citizen.”’ There 
has been no reversal of this alarming trend — a trend 
which is felt in our steadily rising national crime 
problem. 

Justice in a free nation means protection for so- 
ciety as a whole, rather than leniency for the in- 
dividual to the detriment of society. 

Since 1957, when the Federal judge issued his 
warning, crime has increased nearly 40 percent. Its 
victims continue to mount at a relentless rate. Four 
serious crimes are committed every minute; there is 
a crime of violence every 3 minutes; and property 
crimes — robberies, burglaries, larcenies, and auto- 
mobile thefts — occur within seconds. 

Americans, in growing numbers, are developing 
a dangerously indulgent attitude toward crime, filth, 
and corruption. No one can deny that motion pic- 
tures are deliberately and defiantly pursuing an in- 
creasingly bold courtship with obscenity. No one can 
deny the role of the television industry in bringing 
lurid portrayals of violence and sadism into the liv- 
ing rooms — and even the nurseries — of our homes. 
No one can deny that sensual trash is moving closer 
and closer to the children’s books on the shelves of 
our newsstands and magazine stores. 


Youth Needs Strength, Not Weakness 


Our youth do not need weakness; they need 
strength. They do not need indulgence; they need 
the guidance and the discipline which can best be 
provided by a decent home. 

Above all, they need the benefit of religion — in 
church, at home, and in the atmosphere of our class- 
rooms. 

Despite the dedicated efforts of church and civic 
leaders and others who have a sincere interest in the 
proper development of our young people, the fail- 
ures continue to mount. Each year, persons under 18 
years of age are involved in nearly two-thirds of the 
arrests for automobile thefts, and approximately 
one-half of the burglary and larceny arrests. The 
newspapers of our major cities recount incidents of 
senseless murders, violent assaults, and brutal beat- 
ings inflicted upon innocent victims by arrogant 
gangs of teenagers and young adults. 

Courts are influenced too much by the age — 
rather than the record — of the young hcodlum who 
stands before the bar of justice. 

The bleeding hearts, some actually sworn to 
administer the law either as judges or social work- 
ers, are so concerned for young criminals and 
terrorists that they are indifferent to the rights of 
law-abiding members of society. 

We have mollycoddled young criminals, lightly 
tapped hardened offenders on the wrists, and re- 
leased some unretormed and unrepentant hoodlums 
to prey anew on society. 

The time is long overdue for us to adopt a more 


realistic attitude toward this critical problem. We 
have tried the charitable approach toward young 
hoodlums and it has failed. 

We are paying dearly for these failures. They 
represent a tragic waste of America’s most valuable 
resource — the moral, mental, and physical health 
of her young citizens. 

The crime problem costs the American people 
some $22 billion a year — nine times the amount 
contributed to our churches. For every $! spent on 
educating our children, $1.11 goes to crime. 


Needed: Temperance, Logic, Decency 

Nowhere in recent months have our people faced 
a more explosive condition of shame and violence 
than among the hatemongers, the moral degener- 
ates, the lunatic fringe, and the other irrational 
fanatics who preach a doctrine of hostility toward 
their fellow man. This rabble has sown the dragons’ 
teeth of malice and intimidation; and from the 
ground has sprung a series of hate-driven riots, 
bombings, and desecrations. 

The voices of temperance, logic and decency must 
speak out more effectively and make their influence 
felt. No problem is so acute, no crisis so severe, 
that terrorism can be tolerated in a society of free 
men. Hate, terror, lawlessness are not the American 
way of accomplishing any objective that is truly 
worthwhile. In meeting the tense crises which con- 
front the United States in this nuclear age, we must 
look to God for guidance and inspiration. 


Challenge, Not Compromise 


This country has never run from its enemies. 
Challenge, not compromise — bravery, not coward- 
ice — are integral parts of our heritage. Since that 
critical hour in 1777 when General Washington 
ordered his Revolutionary Army to “Put none but 
Americans on guard tonight,” it has been the tradi- 
tion of our proud Nation to rise to its greatest 
heights in the face of adversity. 

There are important lessons to be learned in the 
pages of American history. From Faneuil Hall to 
Cape Canaveral, our greatest patriots have been 
men and women of deep religious conviction, Men 
like Thomas Jefferson, the principal author of our 
Declaration of Independence, who told his fellow 
colonists, “The God who gave us life, gave us 
liberty at the same time.” 

In the eyes of a later-day hero, “Freedom. devo- 
tion to God and country are not things of the past. 
They will never become old fashioned.” These 
words were spoken by Astronaut John H. Glenn. 

America remains free because men of faith, men 
of individualism, men of courage, men of integrity, 
men of discipline and men of vision have patrolled 
her most vital outposts for 187 years. 

These strong qualities — faith. individualism, 
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courage, integrity, discipline, and vision — are the 
kevs to freedom. 

When the United States has lost its youthful out- 
look, it will have lost its vitality and its capacity for 
progress. That is why I charge the young people 
assembled here tonight to preserve the pioneer spirit 
which has been the soul of America since her birth. 


Meet Challenge With Confidence 

Meet every new challenge with confidence and 
determination. As you look to the future, do not lose 
sight of the important lessons of the past. History, 
all too often, repeats itself. The freedoms you enjoy 
today will be lost, as they have been destroyed at 
other times and in other nations, through neglect 
and abuse. 

Do not hesitate to speak out and bring public 
pressure to bear upon negative influences within 
your communities. We must never become so 
accustomed to filth or so intimidated by the ad- 
vocates of so-called worldly reality that we fail to 
revolt against corruption and decay. 

May you always protect America’s heritage of 
freedom. May you, with God’s holy guidance, pre- 
serve and strengthen that priceless heritage for the 
generations yet to come. 

Let us protect and defend the real meaning of 
America. This is the debt we owe to the brave 
legions of the past who laid down their lives to 
safeguard the great truths which guide our destiny 
today.

REAGAN said he sive understood the Bureau's 
interest in the statements attributed to him by the Chicago 
press regarding the alleged Communist drive on the Holly- 
wood niotion picture industry because they were rather 
sensational, however, they also quite exaggerated if con- 
sidered with reference to current conditions. 
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REAGAN said that actually the reporter who wrote © 
the account of his speech at Chicago had done a very poor 
job; that in REAGAN's opinion, the reporter must have drafted 
his account strictly from the introductory part of REAGAN's 
speech which deals with the Communist situation in preg 
during the 1945-1947 period. 


REAGAN recalled that he was very active himself 
in combatting and exposing the Communist-led strike situation 
in the film industry during that period; and that as of that 
time, all of the statements were probably very true, i.e. that 
Communists "were crawling out of the rocks" in Hollywood: 
that the. Communist Party had "ordered a massive. infiltration 
of the film industry"; and that the Communists were attempting 
to consolidate Hollywood guilds and unions "under the umbrella ./» 
of HARRY BRIDGES Maritime Union". At any rate, those State- 
ments referred to the 1945-1947. period. 
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REAGAN said he has never intentionally stated 
publicly or otherwise that these conditions prevail today 
in Hollywood, although he believes the Communist Party 
will always regard the film industry as a prime target. 


In answer to specific questions, Mr. REAGAN said 

the Communist Party has no influence whatever, insofar as he 
is aware, in the Screen Actors Guild (SAG); the International 
Alliance of Theatrical and Stage Employees (IATSE); Screen 
Directors Guild (SDG); or the Motion Picture. Producers 
Association (MPPA). .He thinks there may be some pro-Commu- 
nist sentiment in the. Writers Guild of America (formerly 
the Screen Writers Guild), which now includes all radio 
and television writers. However, he said he has no information 
nor does he believe that WGA is in any controlled by Communist 
elements at this time. 


Mr. REAGAN said he feels that the producers may be 
getting away from the so-called Waldorf Agreement not to 
hire Communists which was entered into by the major film 
producers following the 1947 House Committee on Un-American 
Activities hearings on Communist infiltration of the film 
industry. REAGAN points out that there are hundreds of 
independent producers who are not bound by the agreement; and 
that many of these shut their eyes to a writer's or actor's 
politics if there is a good chance "to make a fast buck", 


He also believes it is not popular to be an active 
or outspoken anti-Communist; that those who are or have 
been just do not seem to get the picture assignments they once 
did. REAGAN said he himself has felt this, although it is 
something difficult to prove or put one's finger on, He com- 
mented that it is comparatively much easier to get an anti- 
Fascist story accepted for film or television than it is to 
get one accepted which is anti-Communist. 


In regard to the current extent of Communist 
infiltration or influence in the Hollywood film and television 
industry, Mr. REAGAN said he had no specific confidential 
sources or any first-hand information. However, he feels 
that one who has been actively following. and combatting 
the Communist movement in Hollywood over the years, such as 
himself, can acquire a nose for these matters; that one 
can "smell" a situation when it starts to develop... He 
said.that he has no way of knowing who is a Communist. to the 
extent of being able to prove it, although, based on hB past 
active participation in the fight against the Party during the 
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1940's and the exposures by the various House Committee on 
Un-American Activities hearings, he has a Zood knowledge 
of how the Communists elements work, 


Mr. REAGAN said he has in the past and will 


continue to furnish the Bureau with any information which 
he regards as pertinent regarding these matters, 
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
